Desert  Storm  Commander  H.  Norman  Schwarzkopf  gave  a  thumbs  up  to  the 
crowd  as  he  made  his  way  up  Broadway  during  New  York's  Operation 
Welcome  Home  ticker  tape  parade  in  June  1991.  Schwarzkopf,  General 
Colin  Powell,  and  Defense  Secretary  Dick  Cheney  were  the  grand  marshals 
of  the  New  York  parade,  with  over  600,000  people  turning  out  to  welcome 
the  soldiers  home.  More  than  one  million  people  attended  a  welcome  home 
parade  in  Hollywood,  California,  and  an  estimated  800,000  turned  out  for 
the  parade  in  Washington,  D.C.  "U.S. A!"  the  flag-waving  crowd  chanted 
during  a  half-hour  of  nighttime  fireworks  over  the  East  River  in  New  York 
City.  A  teary-eyed  Korean  War  veteran  said,  "These  young  boys  put  their 
lives  on  the  line  and  now  they're  getting  their  reward." 


...  to  Those 
Without 

a  Home 

About  two  million  Iraqi  Kurds  and  other  minorities 
fled  north  in  April,  1991,  when  Kurdish  rebels  in  the 
north  and  Shiite  Muslum  rebels  in  the  south  failed  to 
oust  President  Saddam  Hussein  in  the  aftermath  of 
the  Persian  Gulf  War.  At  least  6700  of  the  Iraqi 
refugees  died  fleeing  to  the  Turkish  border.  The 
most  common  cause  of  death  was  through  illnesses 
such  as  diarrhea  and  respiratory  infections  but  also 
included  trauma.  63  percent  of  all  deaths  occurred 
among  children  under  age  five.  The  United  States 
spent  about  $443  million  on  the  Kurdish  relief  effort. 
During  the  seven-month  Iraqi  occupation  of  Kuwait, 
more  than  730  oil  wells  were  damaged  or  set  ablaze. 
Efforts  to  extinguish  the  fires  should  be  finished  by 
March  of  1992. 
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Leaders  of  the  world's  seven  largest  industrial  democracies  began 
arriving  in  London  on  July  14,  1991,  for  the  July  15-17  economic 
summit  focusing  on  aid  for  the  Soviet  Union.  The  summit  would  not, 
however,  prove  to  be  able  to  aid  in  holding  the  Soviet  Union  together. 


Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin  waved  the  Russian  flag  from  the  Russian 
Federation  building  before  a  crowd  of  jubilant  supporters  celebrating  the 
end  of  the  three-day  coup. 


Before  dawn  on  Thursday,  August  22,  1991,  an  Aeroflatjet 
arrived  at  Vnukovo  airport,  Moscow,  bringing  home 
Gorbachev  and  his  entourage.

The  Night 
An  Empire  Crumbled 

Soviet  President  Mikhail  Gorbachev  and  his  family  were  placed 
under  house  arrest  in  the  Crimea  on  August  19,  1991,  as  an  eight- 
man  emergency  committee  led  by  Vice-President  Gennady 
Yanayev  took  power  in  a  coup  attempt  in  the  Soviet  Union.  The 
Communist  hard-liners  who  ousted  Gorbachev  sent  the  army's 
tanks  rolling  within  a  mile  of  the  Russian  Parliament  building 
where  Russian  President  Boris  Yeltsin  was  staying.  Yeltsin  called 
on  Russians  to  resist  the  takeover,  and  resist  they  did.  Con- 
structing a  protective  human  wall  around  Yeltsin's  headquarters, 
his  supporters  demanded  Gorbachev's  return.  On  Wednesday,  as 
the  Communist  Party  denounced  the  takeover,  Yanayev  and  the 
other  coup  leaders  fled  Moscow.  Republic  after  republic  began 
declaring  independence  from  the  Soviet  Union.  Freedom  had 
come  to  the  Soviet  Union  as  had  a  constant  sense  of  uncertainty. 
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To  Those  We  Celebrated 


Carolyn  Suzanne  Sapp  from  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  was 
crowned  Miss  America  on  September  14,  1991. 


President  F.  W.  deKlerk,  ANC  President  Nelson  Mandela,  and  Zulu  Inkatha  leader 
Mangosuthu  Buthelezi  came  together  in  September  of  1991  for  an  unprecedented 
peace  talk  between  the  black  and  white  leaders. 


The  closest  of  World  Series'  ended  on  October  27, 
1991,  in  the  closest  of  baseball  games.  Three  of 
the  games  went  into  extra  innings  with  the  Min- 
nesota Twins  taking  the  Series  (4-3)  with  the  At- 
lanta Braves  walking  home  nothing  less  than  win- 
ners themselves.

Three  actors  in  a  drawn-out  melodrama.  When  Supreme  Court  Justice  Thurgood  Marshall  announced  his  retirement, 
President  Bush  promptly  nominated  Clarence  Thomas.  Questions  of  sexual  harrassment  ensued  when  Anita  Hill  came 
forward  with  allegations  of  which  incidents  occurred  while  Hill  worked  for  Thomas  in  the  Equal  Opportunity 
Commission.  Clarence  Thomas  was  confirmed  and  on  October  18,  1991,  he  became  the  106th  United  States  Supreme 
Court  Justice. 


At  least  19  people  were  killed,  148  injured,  and  5000 
evacuated  in  the  Oakland,  California  area  which  became 
the  most  expensive  blaze  in  United  States'  history:  $5 
billion. 

On  November  7,  1991,  Magic  Johnson  announced  he  had 
tested  positive  for  the  HIV  virus,  that  which  leads  to 
AIDS.  He  announced  his  retirement  from  the  Los  Angeles 
Lakers  but  quickly  became  a  leading  spokesperson  for 
AIDS  education.  Questions  have  yet  to  be  resolved  as  to 
whether  Johnson  will  play  in  the  1992  Olympics  on  the 
"Dream  Team." 
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When  Ronald  Reagan  threw  open  the  doors  of  his  presidential  library  on  November,  5,  1991,  he  was  in 
good  company.  The  five  remaining  United  States  presidents  attended:  George  Bush,  Ronald  Reagan, 
Jimmy  Carter,  Gerald  Ford,  and  Richard  Nixon.  It  was  the  first  of  such  a  gathering. 


Thousands  have  been  killed  in  a  civil  war  in  Yugoslavia  that  began  on  June  25,  1991, 
when  Croatia  and  Slovenia  proclaimed  independence.  Strong  ethnic  and  political 
divisions  have  existed  in  that  country  for  centuries,  but  the  peaceful  co-existence  that 
has  been  maintained  in  the  region  for  decades  has  splintered.  Only  time  will  tell  the 
future  for  Yugoslavia.
